TECHNICAL CAMOUFLAGE 


We have been scouting around some on 
our own hook lately, hunting information 
upon this big fish question which is now a 
grave public problem, as well as consider- 
able of a puzzle to Commissioner Wein- 
stock and his official associates, and: the 
state authorities in general. In so doing 
we have personally visited Berkeley, Oak- 
land and San Francisco and interviewed 
many persons in regard to it. 

The Paladini Company, head of the 
alleged fish trust, has defied Mr. Weinstock 
and the state authorities and refuses to 
produce its books and records for official 
inspection, hiding at present behind a very 

‘fine piece of technical camouflage—a legal 
quibble which will have to be threshed out 
in the courts, and may possibly necessitate 
legislative action. - 

The legal technicality raised by the de. 
fense-is that fish caught outside the limits 
of the state domain—that is, caught far 
enough out in waters controlled by federal 
and not state laws—are not subject to 
state regulation as to price or disposition 
of them. We should judge, off-hand, from 
what we know of Jaw, that the courts will 
hold this to. be true so long as they remain 
outside state domain, but that the minute 
they enter state territory they are subiect 
to state jurisdiction, the same as anything 
or anybody else. :
